As the book closes on 1967, 
independent business which all 
year has waged a rear guard 
action against the galloping on­ 
rush of the modern version of 
the Four Horsemen of the Apo­ 
calypse, namely; higher taxes at 
all 
levels, 
mounting 
interest 
rates, increased labor costs and 
escalating inflation, now seems 
beset by the emergence of jet 
a F ifth Horseman. 
While the other Four represent 
concrete economic facts, this 
new Fifth Horseman is more of 
an apparition. It could be named 
concern, uncertainty, or even 
just plain fear, but by whatever 
it can l>e called, the affect on in­ 
dependent business is real. 
F or 
gone 
is 
the 
buoyant 
optimism of as late as two years 
ago wrhen independent business 
created almost 5,000,000 new 
jobs. It has been replaced with 
a cautious approach to new com­ 
mitments, while awaiting some 
sign of encouragement. 
Disappointing 
to 
the 
small 
business community of 4,700,000 
independent enterprises was the 
failure 
of 
Congress 
to pass 
legislation which would give a 
“ shot in the arm ” to the nation’s 
independent 
enterprises. 
One 
proposal, 
by 
Representative 
Jam es C. Corman, California, 
heavily 
supported 
by 
small 
businessmen, is the “plowback” 
allowance which would allow tax - 
exemptions up to 20 percent of 
a year's profit, or a maximum 
of $30,000 in any one year, when 
used for increased inventories 
and 
increased 
accounts 
re ­ 
ceivable, 
as 
well 
as 
equip­ 
ment purchases. 
The number of independents who 
increased these investments in 
the first two categories remained 
at an unusually low level through­ 
out 1967. 
Restoration of the 7 percent in­ 
vestment tax credit - voted out 
by Congress in 1966, but rein­ 
stated earl} in 1967 --apparently 
helped stem n decline in equip­ 
ment investment by independent 
proprietors. But Ute “ plowback” 
allowance would be a stronger 
incentive to expansion as the tax 
credit would not be confined to 


capital investments. 
The inflationary spiral, together 
with increasing taxes and im­ 
position of a higher Federal mini­ 
mum wage threaten to intensify 
already 
severe 
pressures on 
small, independent business in 
the months ahead. 
Continuous field surveys by the 
National 
Federation 
of 
In­ 
dependent Business, with around 
100,000 responses during 1967, 
reveal trends in employment, 
credit sources and rates, wage 
increases, investments and other 
factors. From survey results, a 
downturn 
in 
small 
business 
growth was first observed by the 
Federation in April, 1966. Most 
indicators 
have 
continued 
to 
erode or drift aim lessh. 
For example: 
Net 
employment 
gain 
by 
independent busiiiess, declining 
for many months, has reached a 
stagnation point. Increased em ­ 
ployment by about 15 percent of 
the firms is being canceled by 
cutbacks elsewhere, recent su r­ 
veys show. Now, the question is: 
will employment by this segment 
of the economy show a net loss 
as was indicated in September? 
Few independents have initiated 
any building or remodeling, and 
the only investment spark has 
been in equipment and machinery. 
The Federation research staff 
believes this reflects an effort - 
toward automation in view of 
higher labor costs, especially for 
unskilled labor. 


Fewer independent proprietors 
are seeking bank loans; and the 
need for working capital, rather 
than expansion money, to keep 
pace with inflation is the predom­ 
inant reason for borrowing. F rom 
all indications, independents have 
been hard-pressed to finance in­ 
ventories 
and 
accounts 
re ­ 
ceivable under current condi­ 
tions. 
Of the survey findings, the em­ 
ployment trend is the major con­ 
cern now. Labor, being a major 
overhead expense of most inde­ 
pendent businesses, is a good in­ 
dicator of expansion or contrac­ 
tion. 


One of the major indices con­ 
sidered by the Federation re ­ 
search staff is the apparent net 
gain in employment, or “ new job 
creation.”

Our men in uniform in Vietnam, the press quoted 
him as saying, as “ defending the cause of right­ 
eousness, the cause of civilization and God*s 
cause,** and anything “less than victory is in­ 
conceivable.** 
That was in 
December of 
jlast year. The 
words are from the Christmas message to our 
fighting men in Vietnam by Francis Cardinal 
Spellman, Vicar General for Roman Catholics 
in the United States Armed Forces. 
That year and the fifteen preceding, Cardinal 
Spellman had gone at the Christmas season to 
be with our men in uniform. It was traditional. 
And no matter the creed or the color or the in­ 
signia, our men in uniform came to hold this 
man in a reverence reserved for special mor­ 
tals symbolic of what each might wish his own 
image to be. 
Those words about “defending the cause of 
righteousness, the cause of civilization and God’s 
cause,** brought on a furor in the press. There 
was a great 
rash of comment chastising the 
Cardinal. 
There were long and labored letters 
to the editor; slick magazines purported to re­ 
veal that “anonymous** spokesmen at the Vati­ 
can were dismayed at his language. 
But Cardinal Spellman never budged, never 
hedged, never retracted, never qualified. He let 
it stand. 
And a few days ago, on December 2, 
when he suffered a massive stroke, he was rally­ 
ing his ebbing energies to go again to South 
Vietnam for Christmas. 
No news story and no obituary which we saw 
made mention of the controversy he caused a 
short 12 months ago. Yet it is hardly necessary 
for one to be a Catholic, as this writer is not, 
to wonder aloud if that Christmas message ought 
not properly to be regarded as a fundamental tenet 
of Cardinal Spellman’s faith. 
For it is not on 
the record that he ever found anything on the face 
of this earth more-anti-Christ than Communism. 
In Vietnam this Christmas, his flock will be 
Baying prayers for their Shepherd, Protestants, 
Jews and Catholics, men with skin pigmented 
black, yellow, brown and white.

It could be named 
concern, uncertainty, or even 
just plain fear, but by whatever 
it can be called, the affect on in­ 
dependent business is real.

optimism of as late as two years 
ago when independent business 
created almost 5,000,000 new 
jobs. It has been replaced with 
a cautious approach to new com­ 
mitments, while awaiting some 
sign of encouragement. 
Disappointing 
to 
the small 
business community of 4,700,000 
independent enterprises was the 
failure 
of Congress 
to pass 
legislation which would give a 
“ shot in the arm” to the nation’s 
independent 
enterprises. 
One 
proposal, 
by 
Representative 
Jam es C. Gorman, California, 
heavily 
supported by small 
businessman, is the “plowback” 
allowance which would allow tax - 
exemptions up to 20 percent of 
a year’s profit, or a maximum 
of $30,000 in any one year, when 
used for increased inventories 
and 
increased 
accounts re­ 
ceivable, as 
well as equip­ 
ment purchases. 
The number of independents who 
increased these investments in 
the first two categories remained 
at an unusually low level through­ 
out 1967, 
Restoration of the 7 percent in­ 
vestment tax credit - voted out 
by Congress in 1966, but rein­ 
stated early In 1967 •• apparently 
helped stem a decline in equip­ 
ment investment by independent 
proprietors.
